I  have  the  honour  to  prosont  to  you  my  report  on  the  health 
of  tho  patclcy  Bridge  Rural  District  for  the  year  1935. 

The  Rural  District  of  patclcy  Bridge  coders  an  area  of  about 
75,000  acros  and  the  population  is  estimated  at  6,515,  a  decrease 
of  45  on  than  of  the  year  before.  This  is  accounted  for  by  em¬ 
ployees  of  tho  Bradford  Corporation  leaving  as  the  work  on  Scar 
House  Reservoir  nears  ius  completion. 

Tho  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  2045.  The  rateable  value 
of  the  District  is  £56,925  and  a  penny  rate  produces  £225. 

The  chief  industry  in  tho  district  is  Agriculture  and  there 
are  homp  and  twine  mills  which  give  a  good  deal  of  employment . 

The  Total  births  for  the  year  were  95.  This  gives  a  rate 
of  15.4  per  1000  population  the  rate  for  England  and  Halos  being 

14.69 .

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The  Still  Births  give  a  rate  of  31.5  per  1000  total  births 
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The  death  totalled  100,  46  males  and  54  females. 


17  occurred  outside  the  District. 
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The  deaths  give  a  rate  of  15.1  per  10C0  population,  the  rate 
of  England  and  Wales  being  11.7.  There  was  no  death  from  puer¬ 
peral  sepsis.  There  was  one  death  from  Puerperal  causes:-  i.e. 
Puerperal  Eclampsia.  This  gives  a  rate  of  10.1  maternal  deaths 
per  1000  births.  There  were  no  deaths  from  other  Puerperal  cause:

the  cases  did  not  arise  in  epidemic  form 
in  groups  of  3  in  separate  families. 
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The  number  of  unemployed  on  the  Pat el v  Bridge  register  at  the 
end  of  1935  was  119 .

Of  those  Scarlet  Fever  eases  13  wore  admitted  to  hospital  and 
5  wore  satisfactorily  i sole. tod  and  treated  at  bone. 

There  were  3  Cusos  of  Diphtheria  notified.  Those  wore  cases 
.rising  during  the  epidemic  which  started  at  the  end  of  1934.  Tho"r 
were  admitted  to  hospital.
